SHORTER HOURS AND HOLIDAYS. 


Earty closing and vacations are growing in 
favor among all classes of merchants, and the 
booktrade, we are gratified to note, is not 
backward in the movement. Even those who 
a few years ago protested that a Saturday 
half holiday meant the jeopardizing of the 
profits of the year, are enthusiastic over early 
closing all the year around excepting, of 
ccurse, in the holiday season. 

There is no doubt as to the benefit of clos- 
ing early in the evening to both the merchant 
and his assistants. Especially during these 
dog days it is most desirable to remove the 
strain as early as possible, and to enable the 
clerks to get out into the open air, and to ob- 
tain that change and recreation that will make 
them better workmen in the morning. The 
same rule applies with equal force to the em- 
ployer. Nothing is more dangerous than try- 
ing to work all the time. The very intensity 
of a man’s ambition to get on may keep him 
back. A bow that is bent constantly loses 
its elasticity; hence, every one should put a 
layer of pleasure, of genuine recreation, into 
his life at certain periods of the year. 

And no time of the year offers such an op- 
pertunity for rest and recreation to the book- 
seller as the summer. The bulk of his busi- 
ness must be done during the winter, and 
long hours are required to care for the trade. 
With the advent of summer, publishing lags, 
retail business quiets down, and less stren- 
ucus efforts are required to keep up with the 
trade that remains or may be worked up. 
Many employers have recognized this, and 
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while there has been no canvass of the mat- 
ter, so far as we are aware, in many of the 
larger cities—and our remarks apply chiefly 
to these—the trade almost with one accord 
has closed its stores at five o’clock every even- 
ing during the summer, and at one o’clock on 
Saturday afternoons, Vacations of a week 
or longer have also become commoner this 
year than ever before, both with the employer 
and his clerks, to the decided benefit and im- 
provement of all concerned. 

In all this we note an encouraging sign. 
While there is a sound business reason for 
shorter hours and more frequent holidays, 
it is undoubtedly true that as the world 
grows older employers have more regard for 
the happiness and welfare of those who serve 
them. 


PAPER FROM OAT HULLS. 


AN important test in the manufacture of 
strawboard and paper has just been concluded 
at the Gas City plant of the Western Straw- 
board Company, at Richmond, Ind. The 
process, according to the New York Times, 
which will mean much in the future manu- 
facture of strawboard, is the converting of 
oat hulls into paper. This is something that 
has long been considered by the manufactur- 
ers of paper, but the man who has been con- 
ducting the tests is the first to hit upon a 
successful process. 

Oat hulls are very similar in organic com 
position to the straw used in the manufacture 
of paper, but some slight difference in the 
two has made the use of the hulls hitherto 
impossible. The new process overcomes the. 
difficulty and by it paper and board can be 
made equal in quality to that made from 
straw and old paper. 

The above report moves a contemporary 
to think that tenui musam meditamur avena 
of the Eclogue—Sydney Smith’s “we culti- 
vate literature on a little oatmeal”—may have 
a new meaning for the innumerable new verse 
smiths of this age; and that “we write poetry 
on this oat-hull paper” may be the proper 
translation of the Virgilian phrase.

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FROGS’ SKINS FOR BOOKBINDINGS. 


In the Philadelphia Terminal market re- 
cently, according to the Philadelphia Record, 
a dealer in all kinds of game said that the 
skins of frogs, if carefully removed and cured, 
have some slight value. They are used, it 
seems, in bookbinding; not in general book- 
binding, but in the fantastic, “precious” sort 
—used, in a word, as chicken skin was used in 
fan making in the time of Carlo Van Loo. 
Frogskin makes a very fine and soft leather, 
and in dyeing it will take the most delicate 
colors. Hence it is inlaid, in circles and stars 
for centrepieces, into the calf or the crushed 
levant of sumptuous book covers, and _ it 
makes a very striking and beautiful decora- 
tion. A noted English binder has achieved 
some of his best effects by the judicious em- 
ployment of frogskin as a decorative agent. 


A WESTERN LIBRARY MEETING. 

A MEETING of librarians, trustees, and all 
others of the west and middle west interested 
in library work, will be held at the State His- 
torical Library Building, at Madison, Wis., 
on August 28, 29 and 30, 1902. “Public Doc- 
uments,’ “The Relation of the Publisher to 
the Public,” “The Bookseller and the Libra- 
rian,” “The Book Review—Its Worth and 
Worthlessness,” “The Relation of the City 
Government to Boards of Library Trustees,” 
“The Local, Untrained Applicant vs. Trained 
Service,” “Principles of Book Selection by 
Book Committees,” “The Establishment of 
Branches, Stations and the Extension of Li- 
brary Privileges to Rural Communities,” are 
some of the topics to be discussed. “Library 
Architecture” will be the subject of the morn- 
ing session on August 30, and an exhibit of 
library plans by prominent architects will be 
made. 


BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 
VIRGINIA BOUVKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


A BELATED report of the annual meeting of 
the Virginia Booksellers’ Association, held in 
Richmond, Va., June 26 and 27, has just 
rezched us. From this report we gather that 
since the organization of the association there 
has probably been no better meeting or more 
enthusiastic and earnest attendance than was 
manifested this year. The position in regard 
to the handling of school books that the book- 
sellers of Virginia will be forced to take, un- 
less an organized effort is made to prevent it, 
made each member realize the importance of 
co-operation; hence the trade of Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Danville, Richmond, Charlottes- 
ville, Staunton, Roanoke, Newport News and 
Petersburg was fully represented, and cheer- 
ing letters were received from the absentees, 
as well as from the American Publishers’ As- 
scciation and from the American Booksellers’ 
Association. 

The Association has made a contract with 
a number of publishers, with the approval of 
the Superintendent of Education, to provide 
for the prompt supply of school books for the 
schools of every county of Virginia. 

Resolutions in memory of the late Mont- 
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gcmery West, one of the organizers of the 
Association, were passed. 

The following new members were elected: 
Anderson Brothers, of University of Vir- 
ginia; A, W. Morton and James E. Abbe, of 
Newport News; Moose Brothers Company, 
ot Lynchburg; and Caldwell-Sites Co., of 
Bristol. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: T. S. Beckwith, president; C. 
R. Cadwell, vice-president; and J. O. Boat- 
wright, secretary and treasurer. The Execu- 
tive Committee consists of the officers and R 
J. Alfriend, C. W. Hunter and A. C. Brechin 

The next annual meeting is to be held at 
Charlottesville unless two-thirds of the mem- 
bers express a desire for some other place. 
The question in regard to the new adoption 
to take place next May, after much discus- 
sion was left in the hands of the Executive 
Ccmmittee with power to act. : 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

FRIEDRICH PuUSTET, senior member of the 
firm of Fr, Pustet & Co., of New York and 
Cincinnati, publishers of Catholic books and 
dealers in church goods, died at Ratisbon, or 
Regensburg, Bavaria, August 4, aged seventy. 
The present house of Fr. Pustet & Co. was 
founded at Regensburg by the father of Mr. 
Pustet in 1826 under the firm name of Fried- 
rich Pustet. The first American branch was 
established in New York in 1865, and an- 
other, in Cincinnati, in 1867, and an Italian 
branch was established in Rome in_ 1899. 
Mr. Pustet was a Knight of the Order of 
St. Gregory the Great, and was printer to 
the Holy See and to the Sacred Congregation 
ot Rites. 

Mrs. ExvizAnetH Drew Barston SToppArp, 
the wife of Richard Henry Stoddard, died 
August I, at her home, 329 East Fifteenth 
Street, New York. Mrs. Stoddard was born 
at Mattapoisett, Mass., on Buzzard’s Bay, 
May 6, 1823, and was married to Mr. Stod- 
dard in 1852 in New York, which had since 
been her home. She herself was a poet and 
novelist of repute. Her verses were for the 
most part contributed to periodicals, al- 
though in 1883 a collection of them was pub- 
lished by the Scribners. During the Civil 
War Mrs. Stoddard wrote three novels—“The 
Morgesons” (1862,) “Two Men” (1865,) and 
“Temple House” (1867.) All are studies of 
New England life and character. She also 
wrote a book for young people entitled “Dolly 
Dink’s Doings.” Lately a new edition of her 
works was published by Henry T. Coates & 
Co., of Philadelphia, with an introduction by 
Edmund Clarence Stedman, her friend, and 
her husband’s. Mr. Stoddard, who survives 
his wife, is also advanced in age and infirm. 
The illness of his wife has been a severe 
strain upon him, but it is hoped that he 
will not break down under his bereavement. 
Lorimer Stoddard, the son of the couple, died 
last year, and since then Mrs. Stoddard’s de- 
cline in health has been steady. 


Lynps EvuGeNne Jones, who, under the di- 
rection of Mr. F. Leypoldt, compiled “The 
American Catalogue” for 1876, died at his 
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home, 47 Brevoort Place, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
August 3. Mr. Jones was born in Brooklyn, 
in 1853. After passing through the public 
schools he entered the New York Free Acad- 
emy, now the College of the City of New 
York, from which he was graduated in 1873, 
when he received an appointment in the New 
York evening schools. From 1874 to 1875 he 
was connected with the editorial staff of the 
New York Evening Mail, and in 1875 he be- 
came associated with Mr, Leypoldt in the 
work upon “The American Catalogue.” In 
1883 he became Curator of the New York Art 
Students’ League, which position he held un- 
til 1887. In 1887 he took an editorial posi- 
tion in the New York house of George Rout- 
ledge & Sons, which he resigned in 1891 to 
become librarian of the Century Association. 
For two years, from 1893 to 1895, he was 
business manager of The Art Amateur, and 
from 1896 to 1897 he was connected with the 
publishing house of Selmar Hess. In 1897 
he became senior member of the Board of 
Examiners of the Civil Service Commission 
of New York. In this important position 
he earned the respect and confidence of all 
acquainted with his work, which was of a 
peculiarly delicate and important nature. His 
alert intelligence, sound judgment, entire fair- 
ness and constant fidelity made his service of 
the highest value in the establishment and 
application of the merit system. In private 
life he was singularly simple and loyal, and 
his death will be sincerely mourned by a 
large circle of friends. Besides his work on 
“The American Catalogue” Mr, Jones was 
joint editor of “Books of All Time,” pub- 
lished by Mr. Leypoldt in 1881; “The Best 
Reading,” published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons 
in 1883, 1888 and 1892; “History of United 
States for Young People,” published by 
George Routledge & Sons, in 1889; “Tabular 
Views of History,” and “Outdoor Sports for 
Boys and Girls,” both published by George 
Routledge & Son, in 1890; and American edi- 
tor of “Men and Women of the Time,” since 
1884. He was also the author of the articles 
on Booktrade, Bibliography and Libraries in 
the American supplement to the “Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


The Evangelist, one of the oldest Presby- 
terian weeklies in the United States, has been 
absorbed by Christian Work, and will here- 
after be published under the title of Chris- 
tian Work of the Evangelist. The Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Newton Hallock, the proprietor, will 
act as editor-in-chief. 


With the July number The Edinburgh 
Review concludes the 1ooth year of its pub- 
lication. Sydney Smith, Francis Jeffrey, Lord 
Brougham and Francis Horner were the chief 
writers at the start, Jeffrey editing it for 
twenty-six years. Among the best-known of 
its contributors were Carlyle, Napier, John 
Stuart Mill, Thackeray, Macaulay, Bulwer- 
Lytton and George Henry Lewes. The Oc- 
tober issue will contain an article dealing with 
the whole history of the Review, together 
with some portraits. 
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THE first number of the first Japanese 
newspaper printed from movable type east of 
San Francisco made its appearance in New 
York City on the 2d inst. It is entitled New 
York Shu Ho, or, New York Japanese 
weekly. Goroku Ikeda is the editor and pro- 
prietor. This is not strictly the first journal 
in which the two thousand Japanese in and 
about New York have been able to read the 
news in their own language, but it is the first 
to be printed from type. Hajime Hoshi’s 
paper, the Nichi-Bat, or, Japanese-American 
Weekly, is written out with a brush on litho- 
graphic stones, and printed off by hand.

The book is sold at a price 
precluding much profit and is really Mr. 
Ginn’s contribution to the cause of peace. 


WILLIAM J, BELL, the business manager of 
the Orrice oF THE PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, 
met with a serious accident on his way home 
on Saturday evening, August 2. In crossing 
one of the temporary bridges over the sub- 
way excavations near the City Hall he stepped 
on a plank that gave way and precipitated 
him into the pit thirty feet below. When 
taken to the Hudson street branch of the 
New York Hospital it was found that he had 
broken one and dislocated another of the 
lumbar vertebre. As we go to press Mr. Bell 
is still alive and conscious, but his condition 
is declared by the doctors to be most critical, 
and we can only hope that in some way his 
life may be saved, 


CHAPMAN & HAtt, London, will commence 
in September the publication of their new 
Biographical edition of the “Works of 
Charles Dickens,” which is intended to be a 
library edition at a popular price. It will be 
complete in eighteen volumes, containing all 
the original illustrations, which have been 
specially reproduced for this edition from the 
original plates. The biographical introduc- 
ticns are founded upon material in the hands 
oi Chapman & Hall, (who are the owners of 
Dickens's copyrights,) and will aim at giving 
the story of each book, and its place in its 
author’s life, briefly and sympathetically. All 
bibliographical ana will be avoided, the ob- 
ject being to provide an interesting narrative, 
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unencumbered by machinery. The volumes 
will appear two a month, in their chronologi- 
cal order. The binding is to be a special 
feature, with a full gold back designed by 
W. B. Macdougall, and delicate end-papers 
to match. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. have in preparation the 
second volume of Professor George Saints 
bury’s “History of Criticism,” which has been 
extended so that it will require a third vol- 
ume to complete the work. The first volume 
presented an account of the higher rhetoric 
and poetry, the theory and practice of liter- 
ary criticism and taste, during ancient and 
medieval times; the second volume deals 
with the matter from the Renaissance to the 
death of eighteenth century classicism, and 
the third volume will be on modern criticism. 
They also announce a new book by Ian 
Maclaren, entitled “The Homely Virtues,” 
in which Dr, Watson treats practical sub- 
jects in a very pointed and practical way; 
“The American Idea as Expounded by Amer- 
ican Statesmen,” a collection of typical docu- 
ments, such as the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, Washington’s Inaugural Address, etc., 
made by Joseph B. Gilder, with an introduc- 
tion by Andrew Carnegie; “The Autobiog- 
raphy of a ‘Newspaper Girl,’” by Elizabeth 
L. Banks, author of “Campaigns of Curios- 
ity,” whose experience in newspaper work is 
said to be varied and interesting; also, “Red- 
Head,” a new novel by John Uri Lloyd, who, 
in drawing the picture of a Kentucky feud, 
introduces one of the characters from his 
“Stringtown on the Pike.” Mr, Lloyd’s story 
will be illustrated as a Christmas book by 
eee Birch, every page being decorated 
in color. 


_Henry Hort & Co. evidently do not be- 
lieve in the decline of the demand for books 
in series, or for historical fiction, as is evi- 
denced in their announcement of a scheme 
which they have long had under considera- 
tion, of a uniform series of reprints of stand- 
ard historical novels.

mond,” Cooper’s “Spy,” Dickens’s “Tale of 
Two Cities,” and if encouragement is received 
probably, with others, most of the following: 
Ebers’s “Egyptian Princess” and “Uarda,” 
Flaubert’s “Salammbo,” Lockhart’s “Vale- 
rius,’ Newman’s “Callista,” Fouqué’s “Thio- 
dolf the Icelander,” Scheffel’s “Ekkehard,” 
Kingsley’s “Hereward the Wake,” Scott’s 
“Talisman,” Jane Porter’s “Scottish Chiefs,” 
Bulwer’s “Rienzi,” Kingsley’s “Westward 
Ho,” DeVigny’s “Cinq Mars,” Thackeray’s 
“Virginians,” Victor Hugo’s “93.” So far as 
practicable, the series will present a some- 
what systematic general view of history. 
Enough editorial matter will be given to af- 
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ford a notion of the author and of the his- 
torical relations of the work.

OR the information of the trade, we take pleasure in giving herewith 
some advance data about our Fall books of 1902, which we believe will 
be of interest. Our list will include seventeen titles, and in matter and 

make-up it will be the most generally attractive line we have ever put out. 

Our most noteworthy undertaking is the new trade edition of “ The Ex. 
pedition of Lewis and Clark.” In two square octavo volumes of over 500 
pages each, printed from new type of a large clear face, on fine laid paper, 
with new photogravure portraits and fac-simile maps, and with an introduction 
by Dr. James K. Hosmer and a copious index, this will undoubtedly take its 
place as the standard popular edition of Lewis and Clark. (In box, $5.00 net.) 

Probably the most beautifully embellished book we have ever issued will 
be “The Birds of the Rockies.” The text is by Leander S. Keyser, the well- 
known author of “In Bird Land,” and the pictorial features include eight full- 
page plates, four of which are in color, by the eminent nature painter, Louis 
Agassiz Fuertes, thirty-three charming text illustrations by Bruce Horsfall, 
and eight full-page scenic plates from photographs. The binding and printing 
of the book are strikingly attractive.

Mr. William Morton Payne has followed his “ Little 
Leaders” and “Editorial Echoes” with “Various Views” ($1.00 net), and 
the popular “Helpful Thoughts Series” will have a new volume, “Catch 
Words of Cheer,” by Sara A. Hubbard (80 cts. net). 

In regard to our Juveniles we have no hesitation in saying that the trade 
has seldom been offered so attractive a line in matter and make-up. A notable 
feature of several volumes will be illustrations in color, and the cover designs 
are novel, artistic, and striking. The titles include a most engaging book of 
nonsense by Carolyn Wells, “The Pete and Polly Stories,” with irresistable 
pictures by Fanny Young Cory ($1.50 net); “Little Mistress Good Hope,” 
a volume of fairy stories by Mary Imlay Taylor, with notable colored draw- 
ings by Jessie Willcox Smith ($1.50 net); “Mayken,” a historical story of 
Holland, illustrated by the Kinneys ($1.20 net); two volumes of delightful 
fairy stories with charming illustrations in color by Lucy Fitch Perkins: 
“Coquo and the King’s Children,” by Cornelia Baker ($1.50 net), and 
“Prince Silver Wings,” by Edith Ogden Harrison ($1.75 net). Mrs. Harri- 
son is the wife of Mayor Carter H. Harrison of Chicago, and in this volume 
she makes a graceful literary debut.
